intimate connection with, and their in- 
fluence upon, the financial and i:dus- 
trial interests of the world, has forced 
its attention upon business men, svi 
entists, scholars and statesmen, and as 
a result an increased interest has been 
manifested in the possibilities of the 
dairy business. This has led to an in 
vestigation of the merits of dairy 
breeds to determine which is the larg- 
est and most economical producer. 

The Holstein ecw is now acknowl 
edged to be the best. and most profita- 
ble cow of all the dairy breeds; in fact, 
she has no rival. In order to find a 
competitor she is now compelled to 
eompete with other cows of her own 
breed. 

We do not require the combined 
records of the history of her achieve- 
ments to demonstrate her superiority 
over all other breeds. Any one of the 
last two years of our official tests ex- 
ceed the combined records of all other 
hreeds. 

But the most important feature, the 
ne that has been most potent in cre-

‘act that within the last year 
our Liter Committee has inaugu- 
rated a campaign for the education of 
the publi 'e superior qualities 


of Holstein mii ‘t's value for food, 
especially for int and invalids. 
over the milk produced te the other 


breeds of cattle. We know we have 
the most productive breed of cattle in 


the world and we kuow that their milk 
comes the nearest to the kind of milk 
that nature intended, as food for the 
use of mankind, especially for the rear- 
ing of infants; but the general public, 
the consumers of milk, and the moth- 
ers of children, did not know it. The 
duty of conveying that information to 
the publie devolved upon this Associ- 
ation. Our Literary Committee  as- 
sumed the responsibility of discharg- 
ing that obligation. 

They published and_ distributed, 
‘The Story of Holstein Milk,’’ ‘‘ What 
Holsteins Are Doing,’’ ‘‘ Holstein- 
Friesian Cattle,’’ and other literature. 

They published the opinions and 
statements of eminent’ scientists. ex- 
perienced, successful and distinguished 
physicians, and of parents, who had 
tested and used Holstein milk, and 
knew its merits; in other words, they 
advertised the good qualities of our 
milk in the most popular and fashion- 
able journals of the largest circula- 
tion, that enter the home circle and 
that are read by the mothers of chil- 
dren. 

The result has demonstrated the wis- 
dom and the usefulness of the Literary 
Committee. The experiment has prov- 
en a suevess. It has exceeded their, 
and our, fondest expectations; it has 
ereated a demand for Holstein milk. 
Physicians recommend it mothers de- 
mand it for their children, and this has 
created an increised demand for the 
Holstein cow. 

And she is, or is being, installed in 


nearly ever state institution in this 
country that prod: ces its own supply 
of milk to the exe’usion of all other 
needs.

For the detai's o 
this vast labor, and invaluable service, 
you ave referred to the report of the 
Literary Committee. I only in‘end t) 
imperfectly outline the general fea 
tures of the work performed by this 
committee for the purpose of im: re: 
sing upon vour minds the great val e 
of this great service, rot only to this 
Association but also to the owners an‘ 
breeders of Holstein cattle, and the 
importance of its continuance. To do 
so successfully will require an ad’i- 
tional appropriation this year. I most 
sincerely hope, and earnestly recom- 
mend that an appropriation seufficie t 
for continuing this great work h° 
made. 

We should bear in mind that suecess- 
ful advertising is an investment, not 
an expenditure. You are already de- 
riving a large income on the invest- 
ment, that has been m:de, in the in- 
creased demand and in the inereased 
value of your eattle, and your children 
and your children’s children will con- 











tinue to receive it, through all the on- 
coming days of the future. 


It is the policy of this Association to 
advise owners to test and develop their 
cattle, confidently believing that it is 
for their interest to do so, and that the 
enhanced value of the animal, and its 
produce, will more than compensate 
owner for the energy and ex- 
pense incurred, and that the interests 
of the breed, and of the Association, 
will be promoted thereby. Modest 
premiums are, therefore, offered for 
competition in official tests, with the 
view of creating a spirit of wholesome 
friendly rivalry among breeders, and a 
desire to win the prize, and the am- 
bition to breed or own the cow that 
holds the record, which of itself not 
only brings profit and pleasure, but 
prestige, fame and glory to the man 
who breeds, and the man who develops 
her. This policy has proved of inesti- 
mable value, and as soon as the surplus 
income of the Association will justify 
it, IT suggest for your consideration 
the advisability of increasing these 
premiums. 

In recent years it has been deemed 
‘advisable to encourage the exhibition 
of our cattle at the more prominent 
fairs, and expositions, throughout the 
country, especially in localities where 
our cattle and their merits are not so 
well understood.

Then 
develop your produce and in time you 
may produce, or own, the cow that 
holds the world’s reeord. If you do 
not, you will have improved the qual- 
itv and value of your cattle, and pro- 
moted the interests of the breed, and 
f this Association. 

The limit of the capacity of our eat- 
tle has not yet been reached. In this 
period of progressive, skillful breeding, 
and scientifie development, we cannot 
reasonably expect that the great record 
of Grace Fayne Seeond’s Homestead 
will stand the test of time. It, too, 
will give way to a greater one as soon 
at least as a great cow is judiciously 
developed with five or six generations 
of highly developed aged ancestors 
back of her on both sides. whose bleod 
lines are harmoniously blended. 

Notwithstanding all that has been 
accomplished by this Association its 
great work is not finished. There is 
much yet to be accomplished. We 
should take part in and encourage the 
great effort that is being made to econ- 
serve our natural resourees, and to 
build up and advance the agricultural 
and dairy interests of the country. 

The great blight that today is par- 
alyzing the agricultural interests of 
this country is ignorant and wasteful 
farming. Tt is destroying the fertility 
and natural resources of the country. 
What we need is intelligent, energetic, 
edueated formers and managers. There 
never was a time when the demand for 
competent farmers and managers was 
as great as it is today, nor a time when 
qualified men could comand as high a 
salary as they can today. We ought 
to assist, educate and instruct the 
farmer in the improved and modern 
methods of farming and of rearing 
feeding and improving his cattle. We 
ought to encourage, and pursuade him, 
to give his sons a thorough agricultural 
education. Then they will want to stay 
upon, and manage the farm instead of 
abandoning it to obtain some illy paid 
position in the village or city. Then 
they will learn the chemistry of their 
souls, and will know what to put upon 
their lands to obtain the best results 


we 


from the various crops they desire to 
produce. They will increase the pro 
duction of their farms, and will become 
rich and prosperous, and as they do. 
they will endeavor to improve their 
stock and get the most productive 
cows for their dairies, and this will 


create an inereased demand for our 


cattle, and while we are thus benefit- 
ting ourselves, we are also elevating 
and improving the condition of man- 
kind. 

In view of the large volume of busi- 
ness to be transacted, I feel that JT 
would not be justified in detaining you 
longer. Tn conelusion, permit me in 
behalf of the Association to extend to 
each and every one of you an earnest. 
kindly greeting, and to each of the 
new members a cordial hearty  wel- 
eome. Acknowledging my appreciation 
of vour courtesy, T again return to you 
mv thanks.

In the past the growth of our mem 
bership may seem almost phenominal, 
certainly so in comparison with that of 
most other associgtions. Applications 
for membership have been received 
during the fiseal year to the number of 
466 and there were received since the 
close of the fiscal yaer on May 15, ; 
making the grand total of 

Twenty-five states have made up 
their quota. New York, as_ hitherto, 
leads with 73, Wisconsin 71, Ohio 40, 
Illinois 23. Mizhigan 23, Pennsylvania

Of the Herd-Book, volume No. 26, 
embracing 16,534 pedigrees of which 
5,684 are bulls and 10,850 are cows, has 
been distributed. The new method er 
style of printing the entries has proven 
satisfactory to the breeder and accom- 
plishes a great result in keeping dewn 
the bulk of the book. The time has 
perhaps arrived when a more frequent 
printing of the herd-book may _ be 
deemed necessary. From a standpoint 
of convenience in case of handling and 
reference and of durability, the limit is 
reached in a volume containing about 
6,000 bulls and 12.000 cows; and so 
often as that number of pedigrees is 
accumulated then should the volume be 
printed. It must not be overlooked 
that continued progress means an ac- 
companying increase of expense; and 
likewise, upon the present basis, a 
larger gratuity in the shape of herd- 
books to the members, adds to the fixed 
charges each year. The current vol- 
ume of the herd-book, the 27th, is in 
the printer’s hands and will be com- 
pleted and distributed in due course. 
It will contain the pedigree registra- 
tions of the fiscal year up to May 15th 
last. 

During the past year the total num- 
ber of certificates of registry and trans- 
fer issued was 42,271, an increase of 
5596. The number of cows recorded 
ig 12,570 for which certificates num- 
bered from 105680 to 118250 were is- 

sued, an increase of 1,720 over last 


“ 
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were numbered from 103093 to 117805. 
In comparison with 1908 the transfers 
of ownership show an increase of about 
1214 per cent. The total number of 
certificates, all kinds issued, shows au 
inerease over 1908 of 15! per cent. 

The volume of business transacted 
largely increases each year, not only 
in registration but in the attendant 
work and correspondence. Some idea 
of the volume of business is revealed 
by a glanee at the daily receipts of 
cash which for the past 6 months 
has averaged $246.19 for each working 
day. On some days the receipts have 
reached as high as $750.90. 

Plans have been matured for a 
change in the present method of re- 
cording which has reached the limit of 
its capacity. These plans involve the 
keeving of a separate transfer record 
and thus effecting a complete dupli- 
eate ecard index record at all times, 
permitting continvous process of regis- 
tration and the most efficient working 
of the elerieal foree. This will result 
in expediting the present service in the 
return of certificates. This new plan 
whieh is approved by experts, involves 
a duplication of the present entire 
transfer record numbering about 195,- 
000, but it is deemed necessary to 
amply prepare for the rapid and effi- 
cient handling of the largely inereasing 
volume of business. 

The volume of work resulting from 
the execution of the plans of the Liter- 
ary Bureau, un'e the new plan of ad- 
vertising and distribution of printed 
matter, has been very considerable and 
has required both additional clerical 
labor and room in which to earry it on.

Registry special detailed daily reports 
of the progress of all tests, where the 
fat production was large or per cent 
of fat high, has been continued through 
the vear, and has resulted in keeping 
the Superintendent in close touch with 
all sueh tests; and while insuring 
promptness in the ordering of retests, 
it has very materially decreased theit 
number. Many of the supervisors go 
further than the form requires, adding 
many details to their reports that are 
of much value to the Superintendent.

At our last annual meeting, the Asso- 
ciation authorized the addition to oar 
test svstem of the semi official lactation 
or year record, voted the generous sum 
of $1,000 as prize money for the en- 
courngemert of such tests, and referred 
the matter of rules and regulations to 
the Board of Officers. The Board of 
Officers referred the whole matter to 
the Superintendent of Advanced Regis- 
try; and I am glad to be able to report 


that the plan is in full working order, 
nearly 100 eows being now in semi- 
official test that will complete their 
records before the close of the present, 
fiscal vear. As the Jersey breeders 
started 415 > eows, and the Guernsey 
breeders 281, and as it is upon the semi- 
ficial long time record that the breed- 
ers of Channel Islands cattle specially 
rely to make good their claims before 
tne dairy publie, that publie will soon 
nuve the opportunity to learn that Hol 
stoin-Friesian breeders are prepared to 
neet all comers on any ground, and that 
there is no kind of a thorough test in 
which the Holstein-Friesian breed will 
not excel. T recommend to this meeting 
the continuation of the plan of voting 
47,000 vearly for the encouragement 
of these tests; and T would remind 
breeders that if they start their cattle, 
they will he in a position to also get 
a fair share of the. $1,000 annually 
voted for the encouragement of official 
tests begun not less than eight months 
after calving. 

The effort of the Superintentes: of 
\Ivaneed Registry to conserve the re- 
sourees of the Association, and to make, 
at the same time, the immense amore 
of A. R. O. data on file in his office 
available and of use to breeders at cost. 
is meeting with great success, and will 
eventually furnish a very considerable 
souree of ineome to the Assoe.acion. 
The Official Pedigrees issued by the 
\svociation through the Advaneed Reg- 
istry office during the yest past nim- 
hered fifty-five; being sn ixerease of 
150) per cent on the number issuec 
the vear before, and netting to the As- 
sociation for its emplovees’ work about 
160. Tn addition, some data for pri- 
vate pedigree work has been furnished 
by the offiee; and in no ease has any 
extra help been employed by reason 
f this official pedigree work done. 

Vhile exeept during late April 
and the month of May when the elos- 
ing year precludes all extra work, the 
office is ready to so manage its work 
at all times as to be able to furnish 
any desired data at cost, or to issue 
Official Pedigrees that are in all re- 
<peets correct to the date they bear, I 
am of the opinion that such work as 
-ales catalogues, ete.. can be best done 
hy private parties who are not bound 
by a system of uniform fees, but 
may make special terms when such may 
seem advisable; and the Advanced Reg 
istry office has refused such work. But 
for the breeder having valuable young 
bulls whose A. R. O. breeding he wishes 
to set forth to the greatest advantage, 
or who wishes to make known tha }. 
R. O. breeding of the sire at the hea‘ 
of his herd, or that of some great cow, 
there is nothing equal to the oMecal 
pedigree for gaining the attention and 








confidence of the prospective purchaser; 
-ince these pedigrees ecowain n) ex- 
rrnneous matter, but are absolutely cor 
ect transcripts of data on file in the 
Advanced Registry office, and bear the 
Seal of the Association. 

It is now four years since I assumed 
ihe duties of Superintendent of Ad- 
vanced Registry, to which office your 
votes elected me; and it is fitting that 
[ should here briefly review the work 
accomplished. In that time you have 
done just twiee as much A. R. O. work 
as in all the preceding years taken 
together, and the office has kept abreast 
of the work. The office has been com- 
pletely reorganized, and everything so 
thoroughly systematized that each em- 
ployee, inclusive of the Superintendent, 
is able to accomplish the maximum of 
work, <All the data then in the office 
has been rewritten. and in form so 
changed as to be uniform with the 
later work. Not only is there now com- 
plete data for every A. R. O. cow her 
self, but for her sire and dam as well. 
There is also full data for every bull 
and for every cow having a son that 
is sire of, or a daughter that is dam 
of an A. R. O. cow; making this data 
the most complete to be anywhere 
found. There are lists of all cows that

The annual issne of the Official Revorts 
and Prize-Lists pamphlet, which had 
been discontinued on account of the 
short time between the closing of the 
fireal vear and the ennual meeting, 
Was in my first year resumed; and vou 
have the fourth in number before you 
today. Sinee it contains something 
over 200 renorts of official tests that 
You calmly showered in on me the 14th 
and T5th of last month it is, perhaps, 
the best evidence of the systematized 
method of our work.

We need practical men for our Tr- 
spectors. We need men whom the As 
sociation can recommend to aet as 
Judges at State Fairs, Expositions, and 
Dairy Shows; men who are not omy 
good general judges of Holstein-Fries 
ian cattle, and so able to give corres’ 
measurements ard deseriptions, but also 
able to use our scale of points, and to 
scale the same animal twice in succes 
sion with but slight variation in re 
sults. We need two such inspectors for 
New York, and one in each of the prin 
ciple states engaged in the advanced 
registration work Since inspections 
could be made at | avy time ana withant 
regard to dates of calving for the eows 
inspected, such inspectors could go on 
circuit, apportioning their traveling ex 
penses ainong the owners of the eattle 
inspected, and making costs of inspee 
tion very moderate. T am stating our 
needs in order to get vou to thinking. 
that vou may in the near future aid 
in the solution of this most important 
problem. 


To the close of the last fiseal year, 
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a total of ‘10,285 animals have been ad- 
mitted to the Advanced Register, of 
which 704 were bulls. During the past 
year 1,625 cows and 103 bulls have 
been admitted as original entries; while 
785 eows and 89 bulis have been ad- 
mitted to re-entry under the rules gov- 
erning such re-entries. ‘The total of 
entries for the year is 2,602, as aginst 
2,205 reported by me one year ago; an 
increase of 18 per cent. The receipts 
and expenditures of my office for the 
last fiseal year were as follows:

Owing to a saving of over $200 
through having the 19th Volume of the 
Advanced Register printed in Chicago, 
the printing bill of the past year only 
showed an increase of about $180. By 
the use of large numbers of postal ecards 
and the sending of much matter by ex- 
press, the postage bill has been kept 
down; yet, largely owing to the in- 
erease of the general correspondence of 
the office, the year shows a 30 per cent 
inerease in postage over the year be- 
fore. The mailing-list has been revised 
since my last report, and all the dead 
timber cut out; yet the new names 
added have been sufficient in number 
to counterbalance all loss; and the num- 
ber of names now on the list is much 
larger than ever before, with a steady 
inerease in prospect. The 19th Volume 
of the Advanced Register has been 
printed and delivered; and the copy for 


the 20th Volume is nearly completed, 
the index and two-thirds of the copy 
for entries being in the hands of the 
printers. I hope to be able to deliver 
it as early, if not earlier than last year. 

I desire to thank owners and super- 
visors for their kind co-operation dur- 
ing the year, which has passed without 
a single note of discord. As prize- 
money for records entered during the 
vear just closed, $3.976 has been divided 
among 81 breeders. In addition to this 
report, and as forming a part of the 
same, I also submit, in pamphlet form, 
a report of the official and semi-official 
butter-fat records made during the last 
fiscal year, and of the prize-winning 
cows in the several classes of the three

HARD MILKERS. 


By Dr. David Roberts, Cattle Spe: 
ialist. 

Many a valuable cow and heifer have 
been sold at a sacrifice by the owner 
owing to the fact that they were hard 
milkers. 

The cause of hard milking cows is 
-o li‘tle understood by the average 
stoekman that the disposal of such ani- 
mals is accounted for in that way, but 
if stockmen knew how easily it is to 
overcome hard milking in both cows 
and heifers, I am sure that no animal 
would be disposed of for the lack of 
treatment. 

Hard milking is due to an abnormal 
contraction of the sphinster muscle, 
regulating the stream of milk from the 
point of the teat. On the other hand, 
a cow losing her milk is due to a relax- 
ation or an abnormal expansion of the 
sphincter muscle at the point of the 
teat. 

Many a valuable, hard milking eow 
has been ruined owing to the fact ‘ha’ 
the milker has been compelled to use 
a milking tube and by the use of the 
milking tube the cow has become in- 
feeted, oftentimes losing one or mote 
quarters. It is not advisable to use a 
milking tube if one ean possibly 2°! 
along without it. 

The proper method of handling or 
overcoming hard milking in cows or 
heifers is by the use of a Teat Plug 
The teats should be washed with a germ 











ciller solution and the Teat Plug dipped 
in the same solution, then dipped in a 
little healing ointment and passed into 
ihe point of the teat. The teat plug 
being self retaining should be permitted 
to remain in the teats from one milk 
ing to another. This will positively 
ivereome hard milking in cows and 
heifers. 

This same treatment is exceedingly 
valuable in the treatment of sore teats 
where the sore is at the point of the 
teat where it interferes with milking.
